The Lesson-Sermon also includ2s 
the following passage from the 
Christian Science textbook, “Sci- 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures,” by Mary Baker Eddy: 
“In following these leadings of sci- 
entific revelation, the Bible was 
my only textbook. The Scriptures 
were illumined; reason and revera- 
tion were reconciled, and after-
